It may be a small molecule, for 
instance a synthetic drug lllce paracetamol, or a larger molecule such as a (poly) 
peptide, an enzyme, an antigen or other biological material. It preferably comprises a 
phamiaceutically active substance, although many other active substances, whatever 
th e ir intondod function (for i nctanoo, such as herbicides, pesticides, foodstuff, and 
nutriceuticals. ete^ may be cofomiulated with oligomers or polymers In accordance with 
the invention. In particular the active substance may be a material having low aqueous 
solubility, for which coformulatron wHh an oligomeric or polymeric exdpient can Increase 
the aqueous dissolution rate and hence facilitate delivery. 
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
